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Our first photograph, taken on 
oard a Russian battleship at Sevas- 
1 shows the Tsar addressing a 
number of military officers and sailors 
at the conclusion of a naval court 
martial on a Russian signalman, who 
had been charged with treacherously 
ipplying « Japanese agents with infor- 
nation concerning certain important 
Russian naval movements. 


The French newspapers report the 
death, in prison, of Mlle. Jeanne 
tenée, a beautiful woman spy, who, a 
few weeks ago, made a desperate 
attempt to commit suicide in her cell. 
Although carefully nursed by the 
prison authorities, Mlle. Renée slowly 
sank. 

She had been convicted at Toulon 
of espionage, and sentenced to six 
months' imprisonment and a fine of 
£120. Her method had been to make 
love to naval and military officers in 
a certain opium den, where she 
pumped them with questions while 
que y were under the influence of the 
drug. 

Fascinated by her beauty, mary 
officers betrayed both military and 
naval secrets of the very highest im- 
portance, which were promptly sent 
by Mlle. Renée to her employers in 
the War Office at Berlin. Mlle. 
Renée's photograph is seen on the 
left-hand side of our illustrations. 


One of the most sensational cases 
in the record of international military 
espionage occurred in Russia during 
the reign of Alexander II., when 
Private Kataloff, of the crack Preo- 
brajensky Guard Regiment, was 
proved to be a cosmopolitan adven- 
turer in the pay of France. Kataloff, 
although only a private, managed to 
iate himself so thoroughly with 
n officers of his regiment that, 
during a comparatively short period, 
he was able to steal many important 
plans and documents, and furnish in- 
valuable information to his secret 
employers, the French Government. 
Kataloff's real name was Cabry. He 
was sentenced to death and hanged 
in the military prison at St. Peters- 
burg within twenty-four hours of his 
conviction- by court martial. His 
photograph appears in the centre of 
the p 


age. 

The Leipzig newspapers state that 
in all over 100 officials and officers 
were ensnared by Mlle. Zinaida 
Smolianinoff, the lady spy who was 
ent to prison for fifteen months for 
hetraying German military secrets to 
the Russian Government. For the 
past five or six years Mlle. Smoliani- 
noff is said to have received a salary 
of £2,000 per annum from the Rus 
sian War Office. Her photograph 
ippears on the right. 

Three Russian emissarics of the 
revolutionary party have met their 
death in a desperate affray near 
Groczince, in Bessarabia. They 
were arrested as spies soon after 
crossing the Austrian frontier, and 
were being escorted to  Groczince 
when they endeavoured to bribe the 
police, Failing in this they drew 
concealed revolvers, and, firing a 
volley, broke away from their cap 
tors and were lost in a wood. 


They were followed by a number 
of peasants, who had been attracted 


by the shots The pursuers soon 
‘ame up with them, and a desperate 
fight followéd. Two Russians were 
Shot, and the third, seeing escape 
impossible, drew a knife and 


mutilated the faces of his dying con 


rada $ so that they might not be re 
ognisable, while he kept the 
Peasants at bay with his revolver. 


He next tore up the papers he car 
ried, and flung the pieces away in the 
deze.

It is an album with a cover of 
pure gold incrusted with precious 
stones. It is adorned with a 
meda!!ion portrait of the Pope, sur- 
rounded by ninety diamonds of the 
purest water, and bears the Papal 
monogram in diamonds and emeralds. 


No Room for Pedestrians. . 

Parisians are afraid that pedes- 
trians who wish to cross the road 
are to have no further rights in the 
Champs-Elysées, and that they have 
been entirely forgotten in a new 
regulation passed by M. Lépine, the 
Prefect of Police. 

The new law states that in future 
all motor-cars and motor-omnibuses 
are to run along the centre of the 
road. All hippomobiles, as horsc- 
drawn vehicles are termed, are to 
run between the centre of the road 
occupied by the motor traffic and the 
pavement, 

Pedestrians are warned that they 
must keep out of the way both of 
the motors and the“ hippomobiles.” 


Actress and her Rings. 

Mahle Moutran Pasha, a distin 
guished Turk, who lived in a hand- 
some flat in the Avenue des Champs 
Elysées, and was well known in 
Parisian society, was arrested on 
Saturday on a charge of robbing an 
actress of two rings worth £500 

Mlle. Madeleine Carlier, the 

actress, was short of ready money, 
and the Turk lent her £400 for a 
fortnight, charging £28 for the loan, 
and taking as security a pearl neck 
lace worth £1,000 and two emerald 
rings. The loan was repaid in a 
month, and the Turk retained the 
rings as penalty for the delay in 
re ment.

Carlier 
thought that £108 per month—or 320 
per cent, per annum-—was a good

They drew their sword-bayonets, 
slashed indiscriminately at all who 
attempted to pass, and in a few 
minutes had cleared the bridge. 

Word spread that a massacre had 
been planned. Shops were instantly 
closed, and people hurried to places 
of safety. 

A thousand troops were called out 
and advanced to each end of the 
bridge. But they could do nothing 
without orders from the Sultan, as 
the two men belonged to the Royal 
Guard. So they waited until His 
Majesty sent word that they were 
to be taken alive. 

The terraces and windows of all 
buildings in the vicinity were 
crowded with spectators. 

When the Sultan’s wishes were 
known an officer advanced and 
gravely called on the two men to | 
surrender; but, meeting with a 
refusal, he had to retire. After a 
short parley and a further delay, 
three officers advanced together, and 
these, closing up on tie men quietiy, 
were joined by others in a sudden 
rush. |

overcome, and they were handcuffed 
and marched ignominiously away be 
tween files of soldiers.

The London Gazette last wcek con 
taincd an unusually interesting an- 
nouneement concerning Victoria 
Crosses which have been awarded for 
deeds of valour performed during the 
Indian Mutiny and also in more re- 
cent engagements. 

The announcement, which is dated 
War Office, January 15th, 1007, is as 
follows : 

Tho King has been graciously 
pleased to approve of the decoration 
of the Victoria Cross being delivered 
to the representatives of the under 
mentioned ollicers and men who tell 
in the performance ot acts of valour, 
and with reference to whom it was 
notified in the London Gazette that 
they would have been rccommended 
[to Her late Majesty for the Victoria 
Cress had they survived:

WINTER REARING. 
We notice that late and early | 
hatched birds that have to sit cuddled 
up together through the long nights — | 
sometimes for as long as fourteen or 
fifteen hours at a spell—suffer from | 
cramp. Our own remedy for that is 
to visit them quite late, taking a | 
good strong light, and carrying also 
a little hard grain, such as rice, dari, | 
and wheat, which we throw down 
and encourage them to come and peck 
at. Thus they are enabled to stretch 
their legs. When they get back te 
their cosy beds they find a fresh spot, 
and possibly take a different position. 
We have sometimes noticed that their 
toes go crooked, but wo find that 
when kept on dry earth during the | 
day, and clean, dry hay at night, no 
permanent lameness results, and th« | 
crooked toes come all right and 
straight again. Little turkeys are! 
more liable to this than chickens. 
Rearers of experience always feed 
with grain of some kind for the last 
feed. It stays longer in the crop, 
and so saves the birds becoming 
hungry again too quickly. We pity 
the rearers, and the birds, too, when 
there is no structure for sheltering 
the coops. Covers are all very well 
in mild winters, but one cannot in 
spect the inmates at night time very 
easily, nor give them that little com 
fort mentioned, above.
